Or the nuisunces found, 42 were ubuted during the 
meer eiunouph consigersble difficulty wus‘cxpéericgnced in 
getting work c_rried out owing to difficulty in obtaining 
eeeteers anc the shortege of lubour.

Inereasing difficulty was ulso found in getting
